Selectmen's  Report 

In  common  with  other  Towns  this  year,  your  Town  has 
been  hard  hit  by  the  times. 

Last  winter  was  a  severe  one,  and  our  plowing  bill  was 
large  when  the  size  of  the  Town  is  taken  into  consideration. 
Whether  this  winter  it  will  be  as  large  remains  to  be  seen. 
The  Federal  Government  has  done  one  thing  in  particular 
this  winter  which  has  helped  us  out  immensely.  They 
have  a  camp  established  near  Spruce  Hill,  and  in  the  bad 
snow  storms  have  sent  their  trucks  with  plows,  or  the  cater- 
pillar tractor,  down  over  the  Passaconaway  Road.  This  has 
made  the  work  of  plowing  much  easier  for  the  Conway  plow, 
as  it  is  able  to  make  better  time  with  the  center  of  the  road 
broken  out.  We  have  appreciated  thig  help.  Mr.  Almon 
Evans  has  done  fine  work  in  taking  charge  of  maintaining 
our  section  of  the  Wonalancet  Road.  It  would  be  expensive 
to  send  over  the  scraper  from  our  Town,  such  a  distance  to 
do  the  work.    We  are  grateful  for  Mr.  Evan's  cooperation. 

A  few  of  our  taxpayers  let  their  taxes  go  until  the  last 
month  they  are  allowed  to  pay.  This,  combined  with  taxes 
not  paid  at  all,  makes  the  financial  problem  of  the  Town  a 
hard  one.  It  takes  little  imagination  to  see  where  the  Town 
would  be  if  all  left  their  taxes  until  the  last  month.

Report  of  Superintendent 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Albany: 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  retaining  the  services  of  a 
competent  teacher  for  a  number  of  years  and  as  a  result  we 
have  a  school  with  an  excellent  morale  and  high  standards. 
There  is  a  rather  unusual  group  of  five  eighth  grade  pupils 
who  will  probably  enter  Kennett  high  school  in  the  fall.  They 
will  be  well  prepared  and  an  asset  to  the  high  school. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  registered  this  year  is  15  and 
the  present  registration  is  13. 

The  more  important  statistics  for  the  year  ending  last 
June  follow : 

Registration,    15;    percentage   of    attendance,    88;    visits    of 
superintendent,     18-    Harold  Brown  had  perfect  attendance. 

The  health  inspection  last  year  showed  these  defects: 
underweight,   2;    defective  vision,   4;    teeth,    10;    tonsils,    2; 
glands,   5;    defective   speech,  2-      Two   corrections   of  vision 
and  twelve  of  teeth  were  made. 

We  expected  to  include  in  this  report  the  amount  of  our 
state-aid  money  next  year  and  the  new  equalized  valuation  on 
which  the  $5  tax  is  raised.  The  information  has  not  come  to 
us  at  this  date  but  will  be  available  at  the  time  of  the  dis- 
trict meeting.  Care  should  be  taken  to  make  sure  that  the 
money  raised  equals  this  $5  tax  in  addition  to  the  statutory 
obligations.
